"G. W. S." (the initials of tlio Vroll- 
kaown and able London Corrospond- 
ent of the Now York "Tribune"), de- 
votes a recent letter to a sharp diacus- 
r- flion in the House of Oommons which 
revealed a few curious features. It 
will bo r-emembered that in the House 
of Lords the Marquis of Salisbury, 
who, although now a member of Mr. 
Disraeli's Cabinet had, not many 
years ago, a quarrel with the Conser- 
vative leader which it was belie vud 
oven Time could not heal, caused to be 
struck out of the Public Worship bill 
the clause allowing of an appeal from 
the Bishop to the Archbishop, in mat- 
' tftrs of ritualietic practice, which the 
• ■ rHouse of Commons had insisted upon 
retaining by a majority of 23. The 
bill came back to the Commons for 
concurrence in the Lords' amendment, 
and on the question of concurrence 
arose what was no doubt one of the 
'^"■' apioieat debates of the session, if not 
'"one of the most serious, looking to the 
future state of parties in England. Sir 
William Harcourt led off with a pane- 
gyric upon Mr.Disraeli.which awaken- 
ed no little curiosity, Sir WiUiam hav 
ing been a member of the late Glad 
atone Administration. "Wo have a 
leader of the House of Commons," he 
said, "who is proud of the House of 
Commons, and of whom the House of 
Commons is proud. Well may the 
" •JPrime Minister be proud of the House 
of Commons, for it was the scene of 
his early triumphs, and it is still the 
arena of his later and Avell-earned 
glory." Mr. Disraeli, he declared, had 
always maintained a dignified decency, 
and was not more admired for his ta- 
lents tiian respected for his behaviour 
in the conduct of the affairs of the first 
assembly of gentlemen. "If there be 
any one," pursued Sir Wilham Har 
court, "I will not say who, who should 
any where — I will not say where or 
when — have designated the deliberate- 
ly expressed opinion of the House of 
Commons as 'bluster,' and the voice of 
its majority as a 'bugbear,' the right 
hon. gentleman will not forget that it 
is by virtue of that blustering majority 
he is Prime Minister of England." He 
knows, Sir William Trent on to say, 
what belongs to moderation and good 
breeding, which is the characteristic 
of English gentlemen and English 
statesmen, and "we may well leave 
the vindication of the reputation of 
this famous assembly to one who will 
: .•■wellknow how to defend its credit 
_and its dignity against the ill-advised 
rage of a rash »ad rancorous tongue, 
even though it be the tongue of a Cabi- 
net Minister, a Secretary of State, and 
a colleague." If Lord Salisbury has 
, been mentioned by name he could not 
have more clearly pointed out. Nor 
did Sir William Harcourt end here. 
He proceeded to make an onslaught 
on Mr. Gladstone, for whom he is not 
thought to entertain sentiments of the 
warmest affection. The onslaught 
took the form of an attack on Mr. Glad- 
stone's belief, or what Sir William 
Harcourt treated as hia belief, in the 
divine right of Bishops, and in tUe au- 
thority of canon law.and such matters, 
and a distinct statement ' that Mr. 
Gladstone thought Archbishop Laud 
a better authority than the great names 
of Parker, Whitgift, or Grindul. The 
doctrine of Mr. Gladstone, said Sir 
William Harcourt, may be the true 
doctrine, but it is not to be found in 
the Constitution of England or of the 
Church of England, or in the tradi- 
tians of the great historical Whig 
Party, and so on. 

A speech so unexpected and singular 
might well have puzzled Mr. Disraeli. 
On Mr, Gladstone it could have bnt 
one effect, that of giving added spico 
to his fiery rhetoric. Mr. Disraeli's 
principal difficulty was seen to be the 
awkward position in which Sir William 
Harcourt had placed him with respect 
to his colleague, Lord Sahsbuiy, with 
whom, it is said, he can never be on 
^- the most friendly terms. Ho com- 
menced with a compliment to the abili- 
ty of Sir Win. Harcourt, and described 
his "noble friend" as long a member 
of the House of Commons, and well 
known to many of the present mem- 
bers. Then proceeding: "Ho is not 
a man who measures hia phrases. Ho 
is one who is a great master of jibes 
and flouts, and jeers; but I don't sup- 
po.40 theuo is any one who is prejudic- 
ed against a member of Parliament on 
account of such gualifications. He is 
' not, perhaps," continued Mr. Disraeli, 
"superior to consideration that, by 
making a speech of that kind, and 
taunting respectable men like our- 
BolvoB with buing a 'blustering major- 
ity,' ha might stimulate the "amour 
,^4)topre" of some individuals to take 
wie very course which he wantR and to 
defeat the bill. Now I hope wo shall 
not fall into that trap. I hope wo sball 
show my noble friend that we remem- 
ber Bome of his manoauvres when he 
was a simple member of this House, 
and that we are not to be taunted in- 
to taking a very indiscreet step, ruin- 
ous to all our own wishes and expecta- 
tions, merely to show ' that wo resent 
the contemptuous phrases of one of 
onr coUoagues." If the' last ^sentence 
is properly reported, the ' Marquis of 
Salisbury coiild hardly have failed to 
•take offence at it, for there is no quali- 
fication whatever of the terms in which 
the Marquis's speech in the House of 
Commons is designated. How the 
tilil^tqvaB 'tbMj felt no one can say;. he 
holy ^<>ok occasion in the House of 
to observe that he had not 
»ubm..»^ "blustering majority" 



attributed to him. To Mr. Disraeli 
he made no reply whatever, nor auy 
allusioor, unless xt be>the sentencp 



which he remarks that "the mosf '^^r- 

traordinnry language has been imput- 
ed to him by persons or by a person in 
the House of Parliament, who is evi- 
dently wholly unacquainted with the 
matter of which he was speaking." He 
offered no defenca^of himself against, 
the charge — undoubtedly a true one — 
that his amendment was a manasuvro 
designed to bring about tho defeat 
of tho bill by means of a disagree- 
ment between tho two. Hotfses, , ^e^ 
admitted having used the word' "blus'- 
ter," but afiirmed that so far from 
applying it to the majority of tho 
House ^of Commons, ho applied it 
to the argument employed in the 
Lores that, when there is a difference 
of opiuion between the two .Houses, it 
is the privilege of the Commons to in- 
sist, and tho duty of tho Lords to 
yield. Mr. Gladstone's reply to Sir 
William Harcourt is said to have been 
in hislinoat style, except, perhaps, to- 
wards the close, in which he betrayed 
temper by declaring that he had ex- 
polled Sir William Harcourt from tho 
Liberal ranks. This is unworthy tho 
Liberal loader. 

Parliament adjourned soon after- 
wards. What the effeet of the debate 
may bo remains to be seen. Will the 
old feud between the Conservative 
Chieftain and his Tory Lieutenant 
break out anew? It will bo unfortu- 
nate if it does, for'cstrome Tory though 
he is, the Marquis of Salisbury is one 
of the ablest men in the Cabinet. Sir 
William Harcourt's assault upon his 
old leader and colleague is easily 
enough understood. Sir William is 
the rising man of tho Liberal Party. 
Ho is making a bold fight for tho first 
place, to which, whilo not entirely 
wedded to the traditions or aims of 
the Whig Party, Mr. Gladstone holds 
on with a grim tenacity. Whatever 
may be its consequences, tho debate 
was one of a peculiar character, pos- 
sessing features sufliciently novel to 
strike public attention oveiywhere. 

ENGtlSH MAIL. 

The "John Bull" says:— "A mar- 
riage is arranged between Father 
Steel, a groat ritualist confessor, and a 
very fashionable lady of good family." 

Two fires have lately taken place in 
the London Post Office and Stationery 
Department, from the spontaneous 
combustion of the oiled paper used in 
tho telegraph department. 

In tho . Postmaster-G cnoral's report 
it is stated that about 18,700 letters 
were posted last year without any ad- 
dross whatever, and that nearly 500 of 
the letters contained cash, cheques, or 
bills of exchange to the value of more 
than £13,000. 

Proposals have been made by Eng- 
land to the leading powers of Europe 
for tho conclusion of an international 
convention providing regulations for 
the uniform treatment in all countries 
of captains of vessels concerned in col- 
lisions with other vessels. 

Experiments are being made by tho 
Balloon Committee at Woolwich to as- 
certain tho best means of inflating a 
balloon on a field of battle. The spe- 
cial object of these enquiries is to in- 
troduce an osronautical system of re- 
connoitering, or of taking observations 
during action. 

The deepest mine in Cornwall ih 
Dolcoath, now about 720 yards from 
the surface. The workmen descend 
and ascend by means of man-engines, 
and Capt. Josiah Thomas, the mana- 
ger, as an illustration of tho bpnlthv 
condition of tho workings, states that 
one man has been working in the 
mines for forty years. During all that 
time he has lived at Connor Downs, a 
distance of five miles from the mines, 
so that he has been walking ton miles 
per day in addition to his labour, and 
a calculation which Capt. Tliomas has 
made shows that this man has, during 
his forty years' work, walked 120,001} 
miles, which is equal to a journey five 
times round the earth,' or half the dia- 
tanco to the moon.

The Bishop did not consider it was ne- 
cessary to inform Mr. Churchwarden 
Pemberton, but would toll him it was un- 
tderthe eanonical law of tbeOhnroh.

Sydney to Maori Eyes. 

A Major Kopato — another Maori 
major — has visited Sydney, in Austra- 
lia, and lie thus writes to a New Zea- 
lander friend concerning a race which 
he attended: — 

Wo travelled by tho omnibus; and 
tho rumbling of the wheels of the 'bus- 
ses was deofgning; it waslike the rum- 
bling of thunder. There we saw in 
very truth a multitude of tho Pakeha 
race. Amazing! Thoy wore like a hive 
of bees; Some tall, somo short; somo 
largo, Bouio small; somo ■\voll-favoured 
some Gvil-favoured; children and old 
men and women, amounting altogether 
probably to 6000 people. But all the 

Eoople were by no means as.sombled 
ero. Tho inhabitants of this town 
have been set down at GO, 000 ; and pio- 
bably at tho present time thoy number 
80,000 ! Tho Pakehas of this town are 
affable nnd courteoua in their demea- 
nor towards strangers. 'They are, ap- 
parently, very sociable and friendly 
with each other, engaging with zest in 
their various games and amusement 
— cards, and so forth. They are not re- 
pulsive and ungracious in their inter- 
course with each other. I hazarded a 
couple of shillings in a game, and gained 
a pound. Tho racoa being over, we re- 
turned to town in tho ovoning. At twelve 
o'clock the Pakehas assembled to view an 
Agricultural Show. Thero were exhibit- 
ed numbers of entire draught horses and 
common hacks; bulls, oxen, and cows; 
birds, plants, and trees, from various 
countries; and a variety of animals and 
other interesting matters belonging to 
the Pakehas raco. Thoy (tho Pakehas) 
are a people of ceaseless activitj', always 
engaged in some absorbing pursuit or eo- 
cupation. Wo (the Maoris) would con- 
sider this sort of thing a tiresome and 
noisy bustle. The great misfortune of. 
the Maoris is their want of onterpriBo.' 
They are like carved, inanimate images — 
voiceless, soulless. Tliua it is with tho 
ignorant. Tho anciont people (tho Maoris) 
are found wanting — they are in a bad 
OBSo. The establishment of Notive schools, 
therefore, by tiio Government of Now 
Zealand is a good measure, that the 
Maori children may acquire a knowledge 
of tho Englinh languQge, and other things 
arising thereout. 

Anecdote of the Crown 
Pxinoess of Germany. 

A correspondent writin.g from the Gor. 
man capital says:— "The celebrated Vien- 
na painter, Horr Von Angely, has been 
stopping some time in Berlin, and oc- 
cupying himself with taking portraits of 
soreral members of tho Imperial family. 
He received many marks of royal favour, 
and was invited to the festivities and re 
ceptions at Court. At one of the bulls 
vrhoro he was present, a cavalier attached 
to tho suite of the Crown Princess Vic- 
toria stepped up to him with tho mess- 
age that her Imperial Highness wished to 
dance tho nerct waltz with him. Angoly 
ntartod liack at tho intelligence, and, 
pointing to the floor, sa'id'to tho cavalier, 
in tho peculiir V'ienna decent, 'On suoli 
a alippory floor I d:ir« not undertake to 
limoo, more especially with her Imjierial 
Highness.' 'Plcaso,' said the courtier, 
smiling, 'to follow mo into tho next apart- 
ment, and thero you can get the soles of 
your boots chalked,bjjr onO of the lackeys.' 
Angely obeyed tho direction of her High- 
ness' messenger, and after haying taken 
those measures to insure liis not fallinghe 
stopped into the saloon whore the dancing 
was going on. Tlie (!rowu Princess was 
being conducted through tho mazes of 
the dance by a tall and distinguished 
courtier, who, out of respect for his part- 
ner, held her, as the ctniuette at Court 
prescribes, at arras' h^iigth. After her 
llighnees had boon led li^ck to hor seat 
by tho cavalier, Angoly steijped up, and, 
making a low revorenco, said: "Your 
Imperial Highness has deigned to ex- 
press a wish to dance with me; but ex- 
cuse my saying that I cannot dance like 
the gentleman who has just had thehonor. 
I only understand tho Vienna way to 
dance— this ia, by cl.asping my [jurtnor 
round the waist." Siuilii'g at this, tho 
Crown Princess answered; 'Dance with 
me, Horr Von Angoly, aa you choose, just 
as you have been accustomed to danco 
in Vienna.' Angely now knew what he 
was about, and clasping his distinguish- 
ed partner round the waist, he danced 
three or four times round the saloon at a 
rato enough to malio one giddy to look 
at it. Wlion being con(lucl(Hl bnck to 
hor seat by Angely her Imiioriid Iliglinusa 
turned to him and snid, 'So that is tho 
way you dance in Vienna — well, I must 
snylnevor found eo much pleasure in 
dancing."

Edccatiox or the Pkince Istperial. — 
The best reply, says the London 'Morn- 
ing Post,' to the false rei^orts that 
havo been circulated regarding the 
progress and position of tho Prince 
Imperial at tho Iloyal Military Aca- 
demy, Woolwich, ia a statement of the 
actual facts of the case up to and in- 
cluding the last examination, just con- 
cluded. The Prince now stands ele- 
venth in a class of thirty-two cadets as 
the result of all tho competitive ex- 
aminations Avhich ho has passed since 
joining tho establishment.. In artil- 
lery he is fourth on the whole, having 
passed as high as second in the last ex- 
amination in that subject. - In fortifi- 
cation and geometrical drawing he is 
ninth. In juathematics and me- 
chanics he is tenth. Ho stands fourth 
in military drawing, eleventh in mili- 
taiy history.twelf th-MaifdScape draw- 
ing, and twenty-first in chemistry and 
physics. These results, all favourable 
as thoy are, should, in fairness, be 
taken in connection with |the disadvan- 
tages under which the Piince has la- 
boured. He is the youngest of, hia 
class except four; he has had to'ifoL'Off. 
tho^courso of lectures and inatructionl 
in a foreign language; he is compe- 
ting Aartually with a much larger num- 
ber than thirty-two, as the class was 
selected by open competitiye examina- 
tion out of about four times that num- 
ber, nnd, for him, most painful and 
distracting events have been happen- 
ing during nearly the wholo time ho 
had been at the academy. Those best 
qualified to judge of the capacity and 
progress, both absolute and relative, 
are entirely satisfied in every respect. 

In the British medical naval report 
just issued, a fatal case of poisoning 
by tobacco. i8,^e9tioned. A boy on 
tho Implacaljle^Tiad frequently been 
reproved for chewing tobacco, and on 
several occasions swallowed pieces to 
prevent detection.
